Galen in one book doth ſay that 2 Animi mercy ſequrnthr tem 
per umentum £3 p-746:Thatthe diſpoſition of the minde doth 
follow the temperature of the body. In menthat by nature 
are hot, the heart, and the Artiers beate vchemently: but in 
menof a cold diſpoſition, the heart and pulſe bears remiſly 
and ſlowly: men of anhot diſpoſition, are very much incli- 
ncd toluſt and venery; the cold diſpoſition is forthe moſt 
art very ſlow or vnable:norwithftandiig it fomcrimes dath 
#ondoer that the hot complexion proveth vaſitfor Yeu, be- 
cauſe themembers of generation are ouercold, | 

The hot complexion is prone vnto anger, they are of a 
proud and haughty ſtomack, but the*co!d are fearefull,ſober, 
andof anabie&tminde : the bote complexion is crafty,ſub- 
till, and ingenious, but the'cold is dull, low, and obtuſe in 
vnderftanding : the hot complexion hath ſwift motions of 
the minde,bur the cold is of a ſlow anddull fpirit: Inlike ma- 
ner in hot complexions, the teeth doth ſooner grow and en- 
creaſe,then inthe cold. 

Wee muſtalſo conſider the forme and ſhape of the body, 
whether it be fat or leane, becauſe that leaneneſſe doth argue 
a1 hot body, and the fatnefſe a cold body: which is to be vn. 
derftood by nature,not by diſeaſe,or by cuſtome, as in extra- 
ordinary cares, immoderate vie of Yexwr, toovehement and 
often exerciſe, andlong faſting, alltheſe cauſe a leane and a 
thin body: ſo in like manner idleneſle, much banquerring, 
anddelicious liuing,doth ſometimes cauſe,that a body natu- 
rally giuvento be —_ growfat: And ſoalſoa colddifſ. 
we 4 may leane, cife, by cares, by hunger and 
ſuchlike,for the body may be ſo macerated, that ic may wax 
leane contrary to nature. 

Befides,the cold complexion is not ſo hairy as the hor, as 

bee perceiued by Exmnnchs and women whichare of a 
aeberndftonth sSkinne, Thefigne that is taken fromthe

the haireis changed with the age by the dominion of a'red, 
yellow,blacke or white humor:for in the firſt age the haires 
that are yellow, heat increaſing through age, they waxe 
blacke atthe length, the ſame heat vaniſhing, and much 
flegme increafing,they wax white, In like manner by things 
receiued intothe body , the conſtitution is diſcerned-:- for 
the hot complexion is offended with hot thwygs, as wine not 
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Calid; funt 
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delayed, vehement exercife , meates with hot ſpices, and.. 
they fall quickly into hot diſeaſes, as into Feuers, and 


other cholericke diſeaſes; but thoſe hot things are benefici- 
all viito. cold complexions, Moreouer, the temperature 
of the principall parts, as of the heart, the liver,the braine, 
and the teſticles,and of thoſe neceſſary parts of life, as the 
ſtomacke, and the lungs are knowne by their proper fignes, 


as Galznteacheh in his Arte Par#a,of which for the moſt part * 


Oribaſins and Paxlns, haue written and ſer forth their Sy= 
nep/es. 

Do. Well, I would haue you as briefly diſcourſe of hu- 
mours,to the intent we may not ſtand ouer-long abour this 
firſt part, which is called Phyſologia? 

Stud, Ihaue already ſaid that there are foure principall 
humors,bloud, choller,flegme, and melancholy, and theſe 

-are called Prumogewits fily quatuor elementcrum: for choller 
is of the natyre of thefire, fiegme of the water, the-melan- 
cholicke humor of the earth, bloud of the aire, for bloud is 
hot and moiſt, as is the aire; 

Do&, Wee will not ftand long to diſcourſe of humors, 
becauſe I am perſwaded that you are ſufficiently ſtudied 
therein:buttell me your opinion, is bloud the onely nouriſh- 
ment of the body or no? h

ft cauſe con» forthe bloud is the matertall cauſe both of the marrow and 
ith the ſeed, and therefore it is not tobee doubred, but that all 
the parts are nouriſhed with rhe bloud; but the ftomacketo 
be nouriſhed wirh (b3ler,ts affirmed by Galen, Textio de natu- 
valth es focxltatibus : But there itis abuſed bythe name of 
Nutrition: for it ſatisfieth the animal! appetite by his quality, 
that is to ſay, by his fweetnefle : but mot the naturall quality 
+ by his ſubſtance, And it may very well be perceiued by the 
infant in the mothers wombe, whoſe Romacke is nouriſhed 
and doth grow, not by (hylus, becauſe he receiuethno ſuch 
nouriſhment by the mouth, bur Iaterns ſanguine, which the 
liver draweth by the veines of the naucll : andrherefore the 
ſtomack is nouriſhed withthat bloud,which-it doth containe 
in his veines, and not by Chylus. | |

. Stud, Twill inno wiſe omit the differences of humors, 
which bein number cight, foure naturall, and fovrevnnaru- 
rall:I hauc already ſhewed that the nacurall is bloud;flegme, 
choller and melancholy;the vnnarurall is the ſame, turned by 

crifaction, or elſe ſome otherwiſe from their naturall qua- 

ieic's; but as for the generation of them, it is by the vertue

DoF. What is melancholy,or blacke choler? | 

Stud. Mclancholy,or blackecholer is a naturall humor, 
cold,and dry,thicke,grofſc,blacke,and ſharpe:part of which 
is carried with the bloud; to.the end to make the ſamethe 
thicker, and tonouriſh the bones and the ſpleene, and it is 
as it werethe dregs and ſediment of the bloud. All: theſe 
fourc humors, as I haue ſaid, being made ynnaturall, the 
turneto the hurry rhe 725 wherrmelancholy is burned, 
itbecommeth vitious,and cauſeth madacfſe; when it is min- 
gled with troo-muchflegme, it cauſeth a doltiſh diſpoſition, 
and worketh cold diſeaſes. When bloud becommeth vana- 
naturall,it is made wheyiſh and watriſh;and is very hurtful, 
as inthe hydropſic : when red choler is burned, / it becom- 
meth vitious and biting : when flegme is made ynnaturall 
through a weake digeſture,it is made a watriſh humor, and

minde , and changing the temperature of it. Tris cauſed, 
three kind of waies, for ſometimes iris canſed of melan- 
choly it {clfe, fometimes by the alteration of bloud in the 
braine, and laſtly it may ſpring through inflammation and 
ewzll affet abourrhe ftomacke and fides ; as for the frgnes 
they arc many, as fearefulnefſe , ſadnefſe, hatred, firange 
imaginations,and fuch like. ; 

Vertigo or Scotems,is a diſeaſe wherein the Patience doth 
imagine that his headis turned round about, There is affo- 
ther diſcaſc not much vnlike vato the fame, which is called 
tenebricoſa vertigo, and then the patient doth thinke, that all 
that he ſeeth turnechrofind , and ſodainely his ſighe doth 
faile him, ſuppoſing that he is incompaſſed about with miſt 
and darkenefle, and that is it which the Phyfirians do call 
Scotama.lt is cauſed through the braine it &lfe, being either 
diſtempered or cuill affeKed, orof rhe mouth of the (to- 
macke,offending the braine. 

Epbialtes, or incubus ,it is a diſeaſe, whereas one thinketh 
himſelfe in the night to bee oppreſſed with a great waight, 
anddoth belecue that fomething doth come vpon him, 
and lying heauy vpon his omack, ſo that the patient doth 
thinke himſelfe ſtrangled : it is called in Engliſh the Mare; 
andis cauſed of excfle of drinking,and ecuil diet, by which 


roceedeth cruditie, and rawnefle of the tomacke , from 
whence do aſcend grofſe yapours, and cold,filling the ven- 
tricles of the braine, & ſo do let the faculries of the braine 
to be diſperſed bythe finewes. 
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Epilepſia,called alſo morbus comitialss,morbus [acer ,norbus = 
herculens,and merbus lunaticris: 1c is a convulfion, drawing & 
ftretchingall the whole parts of the body., with hurt of 
the mind and ſenſe, | 
There be three differences in this ſickeneſle or diſcaſe, 
thefirſtis, wheritproceedeth from the braine it ſclfe be. 
ing affected, andthe originall of the cuill ſpringing there- 
hence: the ſecond is by conſent of the mouth of the ſto« 
macke, from whence yapours and fumes do aſcend and ſo 
affect the braine:thirdly,whenſome coldvenemous vapoitr 
doth creepe vp from {ome —_—_—_—_ byhidden paſſages, 
Achor , or Furfur , it is a kind of -vIceration ot the head 
like a ſcurffe, or dandruffe, and is like vnto branne or oat. . 
meale. Ir fpringeth through too much humiditie and 
moiſtineſſeof the braine,, and ſometimes through melan-= 
choly, or ſome ſalt humor : it is not much different from 
Faxus,which 1s alſo a kind of ſcaly matterinthe head. ; 
*Phremtis, or Frenifis , is the Frenſic or madnefle : ſome. 
affirme thar it is-bred in the pellicles of the braine, called 
Piamater, cither by inflammation, or impoſtumation : it 
cauſeth alienation of the mind,andloſle of memory.There 
is an other kind of Frenſie, which doth follaw as accidents 
of ſome diſcaſc,.as witha Feuer, thePluriſfic; and ſuch 
like. . ge 

Lethargus , a$«3ic , another diſeaſe which doth take 
his name Rom the forgertfulneſle of all things. Ithapneth 
with the alienation of rhe mind, and a ſ{lecpineſſe not to 
be reſiſted. is cauſed of legme,which elach the braine 
ouermuch, and moiſteneth it , and thereby doth prouoke 
ſleepe: it is deriucd of Lerhe, oblixiox,and of argor hebetude, 
that is, dull oblwiion. 

Car:s,or ſubeth is a deprivation of wans ſenſe and moti- 
on. Ic doth differ from L-thargus, becauſe that thoſe that 
bee affeted withthe Leihargie willanſwere to a queſtion 
Acmanded; but thoſe that arc affeted with this diſcaſe,are 
occupied with a dead ſleeps; andif they bee Rirred, ar 
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*pricked, although they feele, yer they will ſay nothing,nor 


once opentheir eyes. It is cauſed of a cold,grefſe,and yif- 
cous flegmaticke humor, filling the braine. 

Aelancholia,and mania, is an alienation of the minde, 
troubling reaſon, and waxing fooliſh, ſo thatthe Patient is 
almoſt beſides himſelfe. It doth come without a wonnd, or 
an yicer, cither in the braine,or in the marrow ofthe back, 
or in any particular finewes. 

Tortara oris, called of Almayſor, contradtio: it is vntruely 
named the Palſic,for it is more neerer a crampe, for becauſe 
it doth-contract the ſinewes of thoſe parts. The chiefe cauſe 
of this diſeaſe ſpringeth as of that of thePallie, or elſe of 
cold, or ſofſie angry paſſion. 

Spaſmus or connmlſio, in Engliſh the Crampe, itisa di- 
ſeaſe in the which the finewes are drawne and pluckt vp 
againſt ones will: there be of it three kinds; the firſt is cal.-- 
led by the Latines Dsſtentio, andis when the necke doth 
remaine altogether immoueable, and cannot be turned any 
way, but mufttbe holden right forth : the ſecond is called 
in Latine Texfio ad anteriera; in this diſeaſe, the head and 
the necke bee drawne downe to the breaſt + the third 
is called tenſio ad poſteriora; in this diſeaſe the head 
is drawue downe backewards to the backe and the ſhoul- 
ders. 

The cauſes by Hypporyates are faid to beetwo, that is, 
fulneſſe and emptineſle of the finewes inthe body, and 
ſometimes it doth come with the biting or ſtinging of 
ſome venemous beaſt: fome ate alſo of opinion, that 
the immoderate vic of Venerie, and vſed vpon a full to. 
macke may cauſe this diſeaſe :*alſo debilitie aud weake- 
neſſe, and the want of bloud may bee an occaſion of this 
diſcale. 

Catarrhes, is a diſtillation of ſome rheumaticke matter, 
ynto the lower parts; as when it doth deſcend to the no- 
firels, and cauſe oppilation, it is called Coryza, or when it 
doth deſced tothe parts of the throat,it is called Branchn: 
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or whenit doth deſcend ynto the breaſt, or tothe lungs: - 
then it is called the catarrh: fr6 whence this verſe dothariſe: 
Si fluit a4 peftus Rheuma,tunc dr) catarrhum: 
e Ad fances, branchon,ad nares dico coryzam, 
Theitatarrh is alſo cauſed either through ſome outward 
colinde, or heate, ſometimes by euaporation of meats, 
ſometimes by the ſmell and odor of hat and cold things, 
bythe immoderate vſe of Venerie,ouermuchfleepe, vio-- 
lent exerciſe,or too much reſt or repletion. 

There are many other diſeaſes which do ſpring from the 
braine, as palpitatio membrorum,tremor,and ſtapor,with ſuch 
other like, which for breuities ſake Ido omit. .

He afte&s of the eyes are optha/mia,the catar att lippitms 

. de,lencoma,glaucoma; Egilopr ſwffuſroner, and ſuch like, 

The opthaimia is an inflammation, or an hot impoſtume 
in the eye. Ir is cauſed of. ſome diſtillation from the 
braine, or elſe of the corruption of bloud, mixt with cho- 
ler, and ſometimes accidentally by aſtripe, or blow, the 
ſmoake,duſt,the Sunne,&c. 

The catarait,of ſome called ſuffaſio,is a diſeaſe in which 
the Patient doth imagine oftentimes that hee ſeeth blacke 
chings-: it isa corrupt water, congealed likea curd, ingen- 
dred of the humors of the eye, diftempered bertwixt the 
tunicles,and ſet before the ſight of the eye,and the Cryfta- 
line humor. 

The cauſes hereof may bee a fall, ſtroake, heate, cold, 
paine , by whoſe meanes:the humor is drawne and gathe- 
red together; or the cauſe may be vapours, and humors aſ- 
_— to the braine,, and ſrom thence deſcending to the 
eyes, which in proceſſe of time, andbyreaſon of cold, are 


changed into-water, and inthe end js become thicke and 
congealod, nat 


Lyppitnder = 
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Lippttudo , bleare-eyes, it is when the vnder-lid of the 
eye isſubuerted. 

Rafis doth affirme that to be /pitudo when the white of 
the cic is turnedto rednefle.. It is cauſed of ſome falt hu- 
mor, or of ſuperaboundance of rheume, with corruption 
of bloud, 

Lencoma, a kind of webbe, the whichis rooted in, and 
ypon theceies. The cauſe is aviſcous humor,or ſome rheu- 
maticke matter : ſometimes alſo it may come of a ſtripe or 
bruiſe. 

laxcoma is vſed in two ſenſes: forit is taken vnproper- 
ly for a webbe, catarate, or ſpot which is gathered and dri- 
.ed round about the apple of the eye: but there is a diffe- 
rence betweene the catarat and Glaucoma: for the cataratt 
is a colleion and an heape of other humwors then of thoſe 
which are naturall inthe eye, flowing yntoit from ſome 
other place : but Glancoma is properly vied when the chry- 
ſaline humoris dry and thicke , and the colour of it is 
greene, whereupon the eyes ſeeme greene of pale. 
ye a little fiſtula m the corner of the eye neere 
ynto the noſe, out of the which doth iſſue continually 
flcgme or athinne humor arifing of ſome former diſcaſe,as 
of anchi/aprſuppurated, but either not ſpeedily opened, or 
negligently dreſſed ; or rather it doth ariſe of ſome ſlimie 
matter, or moiſtmedicines, or the aire which hath altcred 
androtted the bone in that part,

Oloy anriam , paine in the eares, is cauſed, of ſome, 
through cold take in iournyihg+by cold winds; ſome- 
times it is cauſeTof cold bathes, and medicinall waters; al- 
ſo it doth chance to many through hot diſtemper : ſome- 
times through inflammation:ſometimes ſharpe and biting 
humors do cauſe paine in the eares. 
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moſtpart ingendred of a windie vapour, or of groſſeand. 
clammy humors: ſometimes it is cauſed rhrough weaknes 

of the members. When it doth chance in the recouery of 
a diſcaſe, ſome humor is taken into the {finews of the eares; 

it may be cauſed alſo of outward things,as of cold, heat, 

or a blow on the head. 

Surditas & grauis anditus, deafneſſe and flow hearing : ie 
doth beginne ſometimes at ones birth, and ſometimes af 
terwards , whichdoth chance eitherthrough cholerick hu. 
mours flying ypwards,orthrough crude and groſſe humors 
ſtopping the hearing. 

Parotid:s , bee inflammations- which are wont to iſſue 
out in the kernels which be by the cares. It is cauſed of 2- 
boundance of hot bloud , which 3s either mixed with cho« 
ler, or flegme, or melancholy : and ſometimes it is cauſed 
of humors compa& inthe head; and ſometimes of the reſt 


of the body by ſlickeneſſe,and eſpecially by feuers,

CJ certaine yicers in thenoſe that be deepeand 
rotten, out of the which doth breath aloathſome and 
ſinking ſauour : the cauſe is ſharpe and rotten humours,

Proflunio ſanguinirex n.ribus flux of bloud at the noſe is 
cauſedby a twofold meanes,as internall and externall : ex« 
ternall as ſome fall, aſtripe , yehement exerciſe and tarry- 
ing in the Sunne. Inward cauſes,as plenty of bloud,or thin- 
neſſe of the ſame,and ſometimes great drinking of wine, 

Polyprs , is a fleſhy matter growing inthe noſtrils, like 
ynto a kind of caruncle, Hyppocratee doth affirme , that it is 
incurable; ſometimes it is cauſed through groſſe humors 
deſcending to the noſtrels, & ſometimes it ariſeththrough 
a melangholicke humour, . Ip

Acola and apthe, are certainevlcers bred inthe vpper- 
moſt part of | mouth, and haue a certaine burning heat:

are blacke, and they are moſt perillous :. they ingender for 
the moſt part ininfants and ſucking children, when either 
the nurſes milke is naught, or the child cannot well digeſt 
it. Theſe vicers ſometimes chance tothem that be of per- 
feRtage,as well through great flux of vitious and corrupt 
humors to the mouth, as alſo through ſharpenefle of thoſe 
things that are eaten and drunke. 

Dolor dentinew, the tooth-actr : it is cauſed ſometimes 
through hot or celd diſtemper: ſometimes through flow- 
ing of humors out of the head ynto the rootes of the 
teeth ; which through their ſharpeneſſe cither doe gnaw 
about them, or elſe withtheir aboundance they ingeader 
preife inthetecth: as if inflammation be abourthe fleſhy 
parts. Paine inthe teeth is ſometimes without inflammati= 
on of the gummes : ſometimes inthe finew wherein the 
rootes be planted, | 

Dentes d:nigrats + molles : teeth that bee blacke and: 
looſe,happen through the flowing of vitious humors, and 
ſometimes through a ſtripe or fall : ſometimes through 
flowing of moiſture , which doth looſe the finews and;
